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Public Comment Guidelines 

A public comment period shall be held at all regularly scheduled in-person meetings of the Certified 
Professional Guardian Board.  The public comment period shall be the first item on the agenda after 
the chair report, shall not exceed thirty minutes total and will be subject to the following general rules: 
 

1. Speakers must sign in to speak and must list name and topic. 
2. No speaking when others are speaking. 
3. Only the chair may interrupt. 
4. No personal attacks or accusations. 
5. Comments will be limited to three minutes per speaker. 
6. No repetition of comments from previous meetings. 
7. Written comments may be submitted in lieu of, or in addition to public comment. Written 

comments will posted with minutes after redacting the names and personal information of 
persons not commenting publicly.
